Definitions 


Throo definitions muat be clear- 
ly understood ‘in order to inter- 
pret tho rules. 

Collision Distance, If aither or 
both of two boats, by altering 
course, could touch tho hull or the

within collision distance. 

Overlap. If a boat, by putting 
its helm up or down could hit any 
part of.the bont ahead, it has an 
overlap, 

Clear Ahead. A boat which 
Could not cause collision with the 
one behind by altering course, is 
clear ahead. 

When The Rules Apply 

Up to within five minutes of the 
start, only tho ordinary rules of 
tho rond apply. ‘Tho racing rules 
come into force with, the five 
minutes signal. : : 

Tho Consistent Course Rule, 
Ono rulo which governs all others 
ait excopt when exercising tho 
righ® to luff,’ a boat must’ aall a 
course consistent with rounding 
the mark nhead. In starting. or 
finishings the course should be 
conslatent with ‘crossing the line 
at any desired. point. . 

This means that when tackinjy 
you mov, choose ‘any course which 
will bring you to the mark, and 
when,running free you may make 
due allowance for wind and tide. 
You may even keep a little bit up 


wind, but you may not tack too 
for or bear away with the sole 
intention of interfering with an-

Government military — obser- 
vers in Peiping predicted fight- 
ing soon will break out on the 
southern section of the Chang- 
chun railway, south of Mukden, 


{where the Communists are be- 


coming netive. They reported 
that Communist forces were_be- 
ing -reactivated all over Man- 
churia, particularly along the 
Chanyehun rallroad which sup- 
plies the Government-held south 
and Hinks it with the Commun- 
jat-occupled north. 


Tatung Attacks 

They said General Lin Piao, 
commander of the Communist 
forees in Manchuria, had called 
a military and political confer- 
ence at his headquarters in Har- 
bin. 

Independent accounts report- 
ed fighting in Jehol was raging 
at three points, including the 
vicinity of Lingyuan, about 76 
miles east of Changteh, ‘Com- 
munist-held capital. 

Government sources = mean- 
while asserted that the Com- 
munists were beating without 
success ayninst the rail and conl 
centre of Tatung, 160 miles 
west of Peiping, for the 22nd 
consecutive day. They suid the 
attackers suffered heavy losses 
and were being constantly rein- 
forced. 

The Catholic newspaper “So- 
cial Welfare” at Tientsin gave a 
different version, saying the 
Communists had captured the 
airfield, cutting off the Govern- 
ment, garrison from airborne 
. reinforcements. Associated
